ALFRED P. LAN* TALKS OF MUSCLE SHOALS 
AS “BONANZA OR WHITE ELEPHANT* 
Alfred P. Lode of the Scientific American staff has 
contributed a very interesting and absorbing article in 
the May issue of the American regarding the Muscle 
Shoals question. 
He discusses this hum project, which 
we all believe to be of great worth to the southland, as a 
’Bonanza or White Elephant." 
He believes his opinion 
to be the common sense view, as a m atter of fact we 
are disagreeing with him. 
In beginning hia article, thia writer has tokl ft T ift 
truth. He haa 
thia to say of the situation: 
“John Smith and numerous of hia fellow citiaens are 
throughly disgusted. 
They have 
invested 
their 
hard- 
earned dollars in townsites or other property somewhere 
in the general vicinity of Muscie Shoals, Alabama. They 
do not see those doliera coming hack. 
Likewise, thousands of farmers are possessed of the 
same feeling. The prospect of cheap fertiliser for every 
body seems as far away as ever. 
And ail because Con­ 
gress has adjourned with the problem of what to «lo with 
Muscle Shoals apparently as far from solution as it ever 
was. 
* ' 
“Congress ia made up of a bunch of dumb-bells,” says 
Smith to himself gloomily. 
The farmer echoes, “the 
Fertilizer Trust is to blame!” 
Future historians may find that there are grains of 
truth in eneh of these assertions, hot the members of 
our legislative body are certainly not to blame for the 
utterly extravagant claims which real estate promoters 
and others have made for Muscle Shoals. Nor ia it theii 
fault that neither science nor our transportation system 
is 7«t able to guarantee farm fertilizer at half the pres­ 
ent prices.” 
So far, to good. 
Mr. lysne has made a good start, hut 
it ia our opinion that he has slipped badly in hie conten­ 
tion, further along in the article, that the Alabama Power 
Company should be given the Shoals for their own use. 
What We Ought to Do 
“Because of thia variability with the season the power 
from Muscle Shoals ought not to be distributed or m ark­ 
eted aa from thia single unit. 
On the contrary, it ought 
to be tied in to the other power systems in the same 
region, so that all can be operated together to their mu- 
tal advantage; the low-water stages of one river being 
compensated, in part, by simultaneous higher stages of 
other rivers. 
This is merely the most obvious common 
sense. 
‘ 
- 
, 
Such a proposal means, in ail probability, the leasing 
of the plant to some existing power interest, possibly 
the Alabama Power Company. It will undoubtedly arouse 
—indeed, it has aroused—the cry that a great public asset 
is being'“sold out” to private interests. 
What of it? 
Muscle Shoals, at present, is not an asset, public or other­ 
wise. Fertiliser is not being made there and none is like- 
ly to be made at prices that spell any im portant relief 
to the farmer. The Government does not need the plant 
as a war resource; the Government cannot itself make 
use of the power. 
,, 
» 
The plant was built for war-time needs. It is not needed 
any more. 
Let us make the best salvage arrangement 
that we can»- The plant can be of value to the auper- 
power supply plan for a part of the south where develop­ 
ment is now very rapid. What better use could be made 
of it than that? 
Mr. Lane believes that this power should be given to 
the Power Company because they are interested in this 
section and have a great many plants in operation. 
He 
believes that the great resource of Muscle Shoals should 
be thrown together with the Alabama Power Company 
and the other power organizations in the south so that 
there will be an eqtfgl supply of power at all times (in 
the event of a fall in the rivers). 
That is exactly what the people of this section have 
been fearing, should the Power company be given the 
immense property at the Shoals. 
They are afraid that 
the Power company will take the project for their own 
use, without thought of the welfare of the people.. 
Mr. Lane says that the project is just so much weight 
on the hands of the government and that so long 
it 
isn’t producing that the next best step would be the utiliza­ 
tion to the best advantage of the government. 
Here We 
might inform the writer that he has overlooked one fea­ 
ture about the Shoals. 
While the government has all 
the claim needed on the Shoals property and while it be­ 
longs to no one but the United States government, there 
is still the .proposition of satisfying the people of this 
section. 
The people feel, and justly so, that the Shoals 
area belongs to them and not to the government, to the 
power company or anyone else to do with as they might 
see fit. The people think that the Shoals can be operated 
to the best advantage by a man who has the interests
